ple, the Hospital Libraries Division, the 
National Association of State Libraries 
Division, and the Public Libraries Divi- ING’S 
sion were spent in trying to work out 
their individual problems in relation to HUNTT 
the ALA Management Survey and sub- 
sequent ALA reorganization. By the 
time of the third Council session when 
the report was made by Lucile M. 
Morsch, all of these divisions had suc- 
ceeded in working out the majority of 
their major problems and differences 
and the vote was unanimous in accept- 
ing the major recommendations of this 
committee.

THE PRESIDENT'S PAGE 


It is very nice to have this opportunity 
to thank you, the members of the Mississippi 
Library Association, for letting me be your 
president. I feel that having this position is 
an honor, and I shall do my best to be a 
credit to the association. 

Being entirely new to the Executive 
Board of MLA, I was almost shocked to learn 
from the first meeting of the Board that there 
was so much work going on behind the 
scenes. Believe me, I learned about that in 
a hurry! All of the board members have been 
very busy, and the chances are that they will 
continue to be busy from now until the end 
of their terms of office. This observation is 
a result of my acquaintance with what has 

gone on before my term of office began. 
Plans are under way for our program 
this fall. Miss Julia Bennett, our ALA rep- 
resentative in Washington, D. C., will be one 
of our visiting speakers. Tentative plans have 
been made for a panel discussion of book- 
MARY LOVE binding. On this panel would be a public 
librarian, a school librarian, a representative 
from the publishing business, and a repre- 
sentative from the prebinding industry. That is as far as we have gone up 

to now, but it is our hope that plans can be completed soon. 

At the ALA convention in Chicago in January, it was a pleasure to see 
Mr. Richards again and to hear him express his appreciation of our Mississippi 
hospitaiity. It was also a pleasure to attend his open house for friends in the 
South and Southwest. Mr. Richards seems to have remembered us pleasantly, 
and he sent his warmest regards to everybody. 

An important topic of conversation at this convention was the reorganiza- 
tion of the Association and how it would affect the divisions and sections as 
they now stand. Final action on this reorganization will not be taken until 
the annual meeting in Miami. Information concerning the new structure can be 
found in the September, 1955 issue of ALA Bulletin. 

Another important topic discussed was the Library Services Bill. As you 
know, this bill provides for an appropriation of $7,500,000 per year for a terminat- 
ing period of five years, to establish and demonstrate good library service through- 
out the nation. Mississippi’s part of this appropriation would be around $193,000 
for each year of the five-year period. Plans for the use of these funds would 
be worked out by the Library Commission in cooperation with local libraries 
and interested citizens. This appropriation, which would be without federal 
control, would mean the difference between having and not having library service 
to over a million people in our state. Therefore, it behooves us as members of 
the Mississippi Library Association to show our representatives in Congress our 
interest in this measure. If this bill has not come up for consideration before 
this issue of MLN comes out, and if you would like to help, write to Mrs. Eunice 
Eley of the Library Commission staff, who is our Federal Relations Chairman, 
and she will be glad to give you specific information as to methods of procedure.

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Blue Mountain College, Blue Mountain 


A new library for Blue Mountain is 
in the blueprint stage. The building 
will be started this spring and finished 
in September. Included in the plans 
will be space for over 50,000 volumes, 
twice the present capacity, adequate 
reading rooms for a growing enroll- 
ment, seminar rooms, lounges, and a 
staff assembly-line work space. 


Mrs. Florence F. Taylor, wife of Dean 
Walter F. Taylor, became librarian in 
September, 1954. She holds degrees 
from Mississippi Woman’s College and 
from Mississippi College and has done 
graduate study in library science at the 
University of North Carolina and at 
Peabody. Mrs. Taylor has taught libra- 
ry science courses at Blue Mountain 
since 1947. She will continue her li- 
brary science studies at Peabody during 
the summer session. 


A faculty committee has helped for 
the last two sessions in formulating 
library policies, allotting funds and 
making decisions in regard to the new 
building. 


A large number of student assistants 
trained through experience or college 
courses are doing splendid work in the 
circulation, reference, processing and 
cataloging fields. 


So far, the shifting of catalog cards 
to a new arrangement of author, title 
and subject cards in separate cases has 
proved useful to library patrons, who 
say that they find desired materials 
much more easily. 

A set of Great Books of the Western 
World has been received from the Old 
Dominion Foundation through the 
American Library Association. The 54- 
volume set is being cataloged for use 
on the open shelves.

Theme for the February bulletin 
board designed by Virginia Singletary, 
a student assistant, was “Famous Men 
Born in February.” It included Edison, 
Lindbergh, Chopin, Galileo, Cody, Lin- 
coln, Washington, Greeley and Dickens. 


A manual of suggestions for super- 
visors of student teachers in library 
science, planned in cooperation with 
the Department of Library Science of 
Appalachian State Teachers College, 
Boone, North Carolina, and the Depart- 
ment of Student Teaching, has just 
been completed by Mabel Brister. 


University of Mississippi, University 


According to Paul Flowers’ Green- 
house column of February 21, the libra- 
ry has issued a 26-page booklet called 
Mississippi Writers, a preliminary hand 
list containing names and addresses of 
212 Mississippi writers and 567 items. 
The booklet was prepared as a public 
service project by the Program Plan- 
ning and Library Services Division of 
the University. 
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Perkinston Junior College, Perkinston 


The new one-story, air-conditioned 
$50,000 library building is now in the 
planning stage and should be ready for 
occupancy by September 1. Humphrey 
A. Olsen, Librarian, heads the planning 
committee which includes Susie Cooley, 
Charles Clark and Nora Graves of the 
faculty, and the Student Council. 

The new building is a part of the 
$475,000 building and remodeling pro- 
gram supported by the four counties 
which operate the schoo] — Harrison, 
Stone, Jackson and George. 

In December the library was moved 
from the Science Building Annex to 
temporary quarters on the second floor 
of the infirmary so that work could 
begin on remodeling the Science Annex.

Perkinston was one of the libraries 
to receive a set of Great Books of the 
Western World. 


Pearl River Junior College, Poplarville 


A real face lifting, beginning in 1953 
with new paint and floor tiling, and 
culminating in the spring of 1955 with 
air-conditioning and Venetian blinds, 
has meant a great gain in popularity 
and use of the library. Additional im- 
provement was realized by complete 
rearrangement of the library facilities 
to include a browsing area, ornamental 
planters, draperies, vocational book 
shelf, and the use of the top floor of 
Jacob Hall for magazine storage, work 
and class rooms. 


The library has two most unusual 
items to report: (1) The students are 
sO appreciative and cooperative that 
since September, 1954 not a single fine 
for an overdue book has been charged 
or collected. (2) An automatic record 
player provides soft music for a few 
hours each day and may be easily con- 
trolled by the librarian.

Mrs. Dorothy Cox has joined the staff 
in the Reference Department and has 
been assigned to the Social Science and 
Humanities Room. 


Mississippi State College was sad- 
dened by the death of Mr. Whitman 
Davis, who served the college so faith- 
fully for many years. Several staff 
members and representatives of the col- 
lege attended the funeral services held 
at Oxford. He was librarian of the col- 
lege from 1905-18 and 1921-28. 


Margarete Peebles, Circulation Li- 
brarian, spoke to the Starkville Wo- 
man’s Club at their December meeting 
on the subject “Gift Books for Chil- 
dren.”

The award is de- 
signed to give the recipient an oppor- 
tunity for formal or informal study of 
some aspect of the field that will be 
beneficial both to the person and to 
library service.

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Department of Public Welfare Library, 
Jackson 


The staff development and personnel 
practice program in the Department of 
Public Welfare has two points in its 
program which involves the agency li- 
prarian directly with new personnel in 
the social administration of the Depart- 
ment. The points are: (1) “Planned or- 
jentation for new workers coming into 
the agency” (2) “Expanded library fa- 
cilities and a system of keeping the 
counties currently informed as to ma- 
terials available.” 


Part of the orientation of the new 
worker is a visit to the agency library, 
which is a part of the Library Commis- 
sion. The purpose of the Library Com- 
mission as a state agency is explained. 
The individual worker is told how to 
get books within the scope of his new 
work and other books from time to 
time. The plan is for the workers with 


the Department.to go to their county, 
public or regional library, if any, and 
have the librarian make the request to 
the Library Commission. This saves the 
county welfare worker time in writing 
the request letter; returning the book 
or books to the Library Commission; 
and saves the expense of postage. 

There are three things which we 

hope to acomplish by having this ex- 
planation of library services a part of 
the continuous orientation plan of the 
Department: 

1. Give the new worker another 
service within the Department on 
which he can rely. 

2. Give the individual community an- 
other reason for developing local 
library services. 

3. Give all social workers in the state 
a special library. As there is no 
school of social work in the state, 
the agency library is the main 
source of social work literature.

LEADERSHIP TRAINING

Mr. D. K. Kelly of Greenwood, Mrs. I. W. Mann, Jr. of 
Meridian and Mrs. Eugenia N. Hudson of Olive Branch, all 
long time leaders of American Heritage discussion groups 
in their respective libraries, have assisted the Supervisor 
of Group Services of the Mississippi Library Commission 
in conducting leadership training at the following libraries: 
Mr. Kelly at Yazoo City, Mrs. M. P. Derden, Libriarian; Mrs. 
Mann at Forest, Mrs. H. L. Mitchell, Librarian; and Mrs. 
Hudson at Biloxi and Gulfport (joint sessions), Florence 
Freidhoff and Maria Person, Librarians, respectively; West 
Point, Lucile Miller, Librarian; and Tupelo, Elizabeth Hol- 
comb, Librarian. The following article points up the cross 
section of community people reached, comments on the 
content of the training and possible trends for the future. 





To continue library-sponsored dis- 
cussion groups called for leadership 
training which was no longer possible 
on a statewide level for lack of funds. 
The Supervisor of Group Services of 
the Mississippi Library Commission de- 
cided to “take the mountain to Maho- 
met” by setting up leadership training 
sessions for six libraries as pilot 
demonstrations. Obviously one or two 
persons interested in leading library- 
sponsored discussion groups did not 
constitute the number necessary for a 
good training experience. The librari- 
ans met this problem by inviting those 
in leadership positions in the commun- 
ity organizations, business, industry 
and other groups to participate in the 
training. 
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Approximately 85 persons partici- 
pated in the training sessions. They 
represented the following categories: 
teachers 14, women’s clubs 11, PTA 6, 
home demonstration clubs 5, rural com- 
munity development clubs 4, library 
trustees 4, business 4, newspaper re- 
porters 3, ministers 3, industry 3, libra- 
rians (other than sponsors) 3, Lions 
Club 2, scout leaders 2, welfare workers 
2, lawyers 2, court recorders 1, National 
Guards 1, physicians 1, Kiwanians 1, 
radio operators l, social-religious 
workers 1. 


The schedule called for two two-hour 
sessions (two nights). The first night’s 
session dealt with why the discussion 
method is valuable, what makes good 
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discussion, the role of the participant, 
the role of the leader, the place of 
reading in good discussion, how to get 
at issues and how to ask questions fo- 
cused on issues. The second night was 
used for trial runs on group discussion 
led by members of the group and based 
on common reading selections. Obvious- 
ly not all members of the group had an 
opportunity to practice leading but they 
did participate in the evaluation of the 
discussion, the questions and the read- 
ing materials. Time was given to evalu- 
ating good discussion materials and 
topics. In one place the film “How to 
Conduct a Discussion” was used. 

The majority of the participants 
were former members of American 
Heritage discussion groups. Where this 
was the case we learned that perhaps 
a weak point in the former type of 
leadership training was the lack of 
group orientation. Reports from the li- 
brarians who had the training sessions 
and whose American Heritage groups 
are now meeting indicate much more 
active interest and decidedly better 
discussion, which they attribute to the 
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fact that members of the group were 
in on the leadership training. 

There was one exception, where only 
2 of the 18 present were American 
Heritage group members. Some differ- 
ent approaches were necessary to meet 
the needs of those who wanted to know 
how to use discussion in formal pro- 
gram meetings, how to discuss when 
the group is large, how to conduct com- 
mittee meetings, how to plan programs 
with a maximum of member participa- 
tion, etc. 

To some extent, at least, it is felt 
that we have moved over from the ex- 
perimental stage of leader-group mem- 
ber training. We, at least, know that 
it is more extensive than just leader 
training for discussion. The assistance 
of those leaders who have had long 
practice was invaluable to us who had 
theory only as our background of train- 
ing. It is the hope of the Mississippi 
Library Commission to be able to meet 
future requests that come from this 
area of community need. The librari- 
ans who had cooperated in this pioneer- 
ing venture have helped open up areas 
of new ventures. 





Throughout the years librarians have 
transformed their concept of function 
into a dynamic faith. This faith has 
sustained men and women who have 
built and operated American public 
libraries . . . It consists of a belief in 
the virtue of the printed word, espe- 
cially of the book, the reading of which 
is held to be good within itself or from 
its reading flows that which is good. 
In its more ambitious form as a belief 
in the power of books to transform 
common attitudes, to combat evils, or 
to raise the cultural level, the public 
librarian’s faith has in it an element 
of magic in words as substitutes for 
realities .. . In one way or another, the 
tradition that books possess a precious 
ameliorative quality continues to pro- 
vide the public librarian with a sense 
of significance in his daily work.

In Memory of Whitman Davis 


On January 20, 1956, Mr. Whitman 
Davis of Oxford passed away. His pass- 
ing brought back to the minds of Mis- 
sissippi librarians the many years of 
devoted service he gave to the cause 
of libraries. 

To Mr. Davis goes a great deal of the 
credit for the progress of libraries 
which has been made in Mississippi. It 
was through his vision and foresight 
that the Mississippi Library Association 
was organized in 1909 and the Missis- 
sippi Library Commission in 1926. He 
was president of the Association for 
16 years. 

Mr. Davis was ahead of his times in 
his ideas about libraries. More than 
thirty years ago, he was talking about 
the need for library certification, for 
the organization of regional libraries, 
and for methods of getting books to 
rural people. 

Whitman Davis was born in Kosci- 
usko. He was married to Jennie Feath- 
erston. There are three daughters. 

His education was received at Missis- 
sippi State College and at the Univers- 
ity of Chicago. In addition to these 
years of work, he was awarded a libra- 
ry certificate from Chautauqua, New 
York, Library School and a library de- 
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gree from the University of Illinois 
Library School.

a period of 20 years. 

Among other activities, Mr. Davis 
was Chairman of the Mississippi Li- 
brary Commission, 1926 - 1933; Vice- 
President of the Southeastern Library 
Association, 1926-1928; State Director 
of Camp Libraries during World War 
I; member of the Library Commission 
of the U.S. Bureau of Education for 
making a survey of Land Grant col- 
leges; member of The American Libra- 
ry Association, the Southeastern Li- 
brary Association, and the Mississippi 
Library Association. He was active in 
church, civic and educational organi- 
zations. 

Mr. Davis retired from active library 
service on June 30, 1953, but not from 
his life long interest in libraries, which 
he maintained up until his death. He 
and Mrs. Davis have been making their 
home in Oxford since that time. 

Whitman Davis made for himself a 
permanent and enviable place in the 
history of Mississippi library develop- 
ment.
